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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to providing a method for a transmitting network device to 

minimally delay transmission of short messages, including the unique steps of: 

"selecting fully aggregated packets from said pending queue or partially aggregated 

packets from said buffer depending on whether or not said pending queue is empty." 

The closet prior arts, Rajkumar et al. (USP 7,391,769) and Li (USP 7,409,460), disclose a 
combined method for adjusting the number of packets per aggregate packets based on system 
loading and for some packets having enough tokens to be aggregated for transmission in a virtual 
outgoing packet flow. However, Rajkumar and Li fail to anticipate or render obvious the above 
quoted limitations of the present application. This renders the claims allowable.
